SUMMARY:  The  purpose  of  this  rule  Is 
to  list  those  communities  where  the  sale 
of  flood  Insurance  is  authorized  under 
the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program. 

Flood  insurance  policies  for  property 
located  in  the  communities  listed  can  be 
obtained  from  any  licensed  property  in- 
sursmce  agent  or  broker  serving  the  eli¬ 
gible  ccunmunity.  or  from  the  National 
Flood  Insurers  Association  servicing 
company  for  the  State. 


DATES:  The  date  that  appears  in  the 
fourth  column  of  the  table  is  the  effec¬ 
tive  date  of  authorization  for  the  sale 
of  flood  insurance.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION: 
The  Flood  Disaster  Protection  Act  of 
1973  (Pub.  L.  93-234)  requires  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  flood  insurance  as  a  condition 
of  receiving  any  form  of  Federal  or  fed¬ 
erally  related  financial  assistance  for  ac¬ 
quisition  or  construction  purposes  in  a 
flood  plain  area  having  special  hazards 
within  any  community  identified  for  at 
least  one  year  by  the  Secretary  of  Hous¬ 
ing  and  Urban  Development.  The  re¬ 
quirement  applies  to  all  identified  spe¬ 
cial  flood  hazard  areas  within  the  United 
States,  and  no  such  financial  assistance 
can  legally  be  provided  for  acquisition  or 


construction  except  as  authorized  by 
section  2021b)  of  the  Act.  as  amended, 
unless  the  community  has  entered  the 
program.  Accordingly,  for  communities 
listed  under  this  Part  no  such  restriction 
exists,  although  insurance,  if  required, 
must  be  purchased. 

The  addresses  of  the  National  Flood 
Insurers  Association  Servicing  com¬ 
panies.  where  flood  insurance  policies 
can  be  obtained,  are  published  at  f  1912.7 
(24  CFR  Part  1912). 

The  Federal  Insurance  Administrator 
finds  that  delayed  effective  dates  would 
be  contrary  to  the  public  interest.  The 
-  Administrator  also  finds  that  notice  and 
public  procedure  under  5  UJ3.C.  553(b) 
are  impracticable  and  unnecessary.

Changes  in  Special  Flood  Hazard  Areas 

AGENCY:  Federal  Insurance  Adminis¬ 
tration,  HUD. 

ACTION:  Interim  rule. 

SUMMARY:  The  purpose  of  this  rule  is 
to  list  those  communities  where  in  the 
Federal  Insurance  Administrator,  after 
consultation  with  the  Chief  Executive 
OCBcer  of  the  community,  hsis  determined 
that  modification  of  the  Special  Flood 
Hazard  Areas  (SFHAs)  of  some  loca¬ 
tions  is  appropriate. 

Any  persons  who  have  knowledge  of 
changed  conditions  or  new  scientific  or 
technical  data  or  who  wish  to  conunent 
on  these  changes  should  Immediately 
notify  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  at  the 
address  listed. 

For  rating  purposes,  the  revised  com¬ 
munity  number  is  listed  and  must  be 
used  for  all  new  policies  and  renewals. 

DATES:  These  modified  SFHAs  are  cur¬ 
rently  in  effect  and  amend  the  Flood 
Insurance  Rate  Map  (FIRM),  in  effect 
prior  to  this  determination.  A  revised 
FIRM  will  be  distributed  in  each  com¬ 
munity  listed  as  soon  as  possible. 

From  the  date  of  the  second  publica¬ 
tion  of  notice  of  these  changes  in  a 


prominent  local  newspaper,  any  person 
has  90  days  in  which  he  can  request 
through  the  community  that  the  Federal 
Insurance  Administrator  reconsider  the 
changes.  Any  request  for  reconsideration 
must  be  based  on  knowledge  of  changed 
conditions  or  new  scientific  or  technical 
data.  All  interested  parties  are  on  notice 
that  until  the  90-day  period  elapses, 
these  modified  SFHAs  may  be  changed.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION: 
The  numerous  changes  made  in  the 
SFHAs  on  the  Flood  Insurance  Rate 
Map(s)  make  it  administratively  infea¬ 
sible  to  publish  in  this  notice  all  of  the 
modified  SFHAs  contained  on  the  map. 
However,  this  notice  includes  the  address 
of  the  Chief  Executive  Offl(^er  of  the 
community  where  the  m(xlified  SFHAs 
determinaticms  are  available  for  inflec¬ 
tion. 

The  modifications  are  made  pursuant 
to  section  206  of  the  Flood  Disaster  Pro¬ 
tection  Act  of  1973  (F*ub.  L.  93-234)  and 
are  in  accordance  with  the  National 


F7ood  Insurance  Act  of  1968,  is  amended 
(Title  XIII  of  the  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  Act  of  1968,  Pub.  L.  90- 
448),  42  U.S.C.  4001-4128.  and  24  CFR 
Part  1916. . 

These  SF^As  are  the  basis  for  the 
flood  plain  management  measures  that 
the  community  is  required  to  either 
adopt  or  show  evidence  of  being  already 
in  effect  in  order  to  qualify  or  remain 
qualified  for  particlpati<Hi  in  the  Na- 
tional  Flood  Insurance  Program  (NFTP) . 

These  SFHAs  together  with  the  flocxi 
plain  management  measures  required  by 
$  1910.3  of  the  program  regulations  are 
the  minimum  that  are  required.  They 
should  not  be  construed  to  mean  the 
community  must  change  any  existing  or¬ 
dinances  that  are  more  stringent  in  their 
flood  plain  management  requir^nents. 
The  community  may  at  any  time  enact 
stricter  requirements  on  its  own.  or  pur¬ 
suant  to  policies  established  by  other 
Federal,  state,  or  regional  entitles. 

These  modified  SFHAs  shall  be  used  to 
calculate  the  appropriate  flood  insurance 
premium  rates  for  new  buildings  and 
their  contents  and  for  the  second  layer 
of  insurance  on  existing  buildings  and 
contents.
